MOXDAY April 17. 


SENATE. 


Mr. Col veil, from tho judiciary commit- 


tee reported an act in amendment of chap- 
ter 21U of the general statutes "of poor tort 
debtors," ; recommending; concurrence with 
an amendment. The act takes jurisdiction 
in the cases of poor, tort debtors from the 
General Assembly to the courts, and tho 
amendment proyides that the act shall not 
be retroactive and increasing the time of 
Imprisonment, when the action was for less 
than $100, from thirty to 'ninety days. 


Tbo act was debated by Messrs. Powel, of 


Newport; Colvrc!!, of Providence ; Slocum, 
of Gloucester ; Verry, of Wponsocket, on 
the question of tho term of imprisonmiLt, 
its main drift being that tbe tirae was not 
too Ion; for debts contracted by fraud. 
The amendments were adopted and the act 
passed in concurrence.
